“Waiving a strong preference which 
prevailed in committee in favor of a 
single government bank with branches” 
said the report. “we accepted the region- 
al bank plan as the only hopeful out- 
look for action by this congress, but 
retained the amendment substituting 


four regional banks for twelve. 


“While the single government bank 
would produce the only perfect mobili- 
zetion of reserves, as has been demon- 
strated by the experience of other coun- 
tries the adoption of four regional 
banks under a single control will, it is 
thought, approximate this result, and, 
in 2 country so large as ~urs. with so 
many banks, probably prove effictent.” 

Presentation of the divided report 
today placed before the senate without 
amendment the bill as it passed the 
house. The amendments recommended 
by the two wings of the committee will 


be taken wp in debate. 


The bill was made the unfinished 
business of the senate. Chairman Owen 
announced he would make no effort to 
begin its detajled consideration or to 
secure a vote on any amendments be- 


fore the end of the special session.

Newspapers of Mexico City 
Get It That Recognition Has 
Beeen Decided Upon by U. S. 
—-Warships Are Assembling 


(By Associated Press. 
MEXICO CITY, Nov. 22.—The Mexi- 
can morning newspapers under govern- 
ment domination, published on their 
front pages today long articles regard- 
ing the alleged intention of the United 
States government to recognize Provis- 
ional President Huerta in the near fu- 
ture. 

El Independiente had a seven-column 
head line reading, “Huerta Will Be 
Reognized by the American Govern- 
ment. The Special Envoy of President 
Wilson Able to Prove Anarchy Was 
Beginning in the Camp of the Rebels 
of the North.” 

El Diaro similarly displayed an item 
stating Secretary of State Bryan had 
already signed a communication recog- 
nizing Huerta. The. same newspaper 
quotes Querida Moheno, Mexican for- 
eign minister, as saying he has “no of- 
ficial knowledge” of the fact, but that 
frem private soirces he has received 
“very optimistic news and has hopes of 
an early adjustment” of the difficulties 
between Mexico and the United States. 

El Independiente, at great length re- 
lates that the failure of the conference 
between William Beyard. Hele and Car- 
ronza, the constitutionalist ler, was 
due to the conviction of Wil. 
son and Secretary of State Bryan that 
the rebel chief could not give assur- 
ances for the safety of the lives and 
property of foreigners. 

The newspaper continued: ‘President 
Wilson and Secretary of State Bryan, 
after listening attentively to the report 
of their envoy, decided that Provisional 
President Huerta was the only man cap- 
able of dominating the situation.” 

The same newspaper assures its read- 
ers that an official announcement of 
the recognition of President Huerta 1s 
expected “within a very few days.” 

The foundation for the optimism of 
the Mexican press appears to be certain 
cablegrams received here by foreign 
business men, describing the horror felt 
by President Wilson at the killing of 
federal prigoners when the rebels took 
Juarez. These cables were at first 
erroneously translated as referring to 
the killing of American army men there. 
The Impahcial displayed the story yes- 
terday and it was copled by the after- 
noon papers. It caused an unmistakable 
atmosphere of optimism in the natiofial 
palace where the news appeared to be 
fully credited. 


Foreign Warships Gathering 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—Rear Ad- 
miral Fletcher cabled today that the 
battleship New Hampshire had left Tux- 
Pam to return to Vera €ruz. Taken in 
connection with the assurance from the 
constitutionalist general, Aguilar, that 
his men would not molest foreign prop- 
erty, the movement was regarded as 
evidence of the restoration of order be-

Another Cost of Smoke. 


The University of Pittsburg, which is making an 
exhaustive study of the soot problem in its city has 
found that metal work when exposed to eecenstve 
smoke lasts only half as long as it does in clear air. 
“The smoke,” we are told, “carries am acid that is 
highly destructive and because of this architects in 
Pittsburg have to make special provision for gut- 
ters.” It is estimated, says the Courier-Journal, that 
the community pays out more than a million dollars 
a year for sheet metal, work that could be saved, if 
the smoke were eliminated. 

‘This is but one item in the tremendous cost, of 


smoke damage, a cost that begins with wasted fuel- 


and ends with human discomfort and disease. The 
damage to property alone amounts to millions of dol- 
lars a year while that to health is incalculable. Smoke 
bills are paid not only by the factory or furnace owner 
who is too short-sighted to avail himself of well- 
known mtthods and appliances for the prevention of 
excessive smoke but also by the public at large. 
They are paid by the housewife, by the merchant, 
by the owners of the greatest office buildings and of 
the smallest homes. Most grievous of all, they are 
paid for in the health of the people and the progress 
of the community. : 4 

‘The extent and seriousness of this problem is at- 
tested by the fact that institutions like the University 
of Pittsburg are devoting earnest effort to the elim- 
ination of smoke and that every forward-looking 
city in the land is conducting a campaign to the 
same end. These endeavors are yielding marked re- 
sults, The time will come when a city that values 
its reputation and prosperity will no more tolerate 
unnecessary smoke than a defective or inadequate 
sewerage system and when home seekers and in- 
vestors will be as slow to settle in a community that 
neglects its smoke problem as in a district infected 
with malaria or typhoid.

Talking Across the Ocean. 


News stories indicate that William Marconi is 
about to press his wonderful achievements in wire 
less telegraphy still further by making it possible 
to telephone across the Atlantic. Experiments in 
this direction have proved richly promising. There 
seems no doubt that the sound waves of the voice 
can thus be clearly transmitted and it is believed 
to be merely a matter of time when words will be- 
come articulate over the ocean’s expanse, A writer 
in the Public Ledger of Philadelphia interestingly 
notes that: 


“The increase in the distance over which the 
wireless telegraph successfully operates is amaz- 
ing. In 1898 it was only fourteen and a half 
miles. The next year words were thrown across 
the English Channel thirty miles, In 1901 the 
distance from Cornwall to the Isle of Wight, two 
hundred miles, was serially bridged. And now 
the project is for eight, stations (four trans- 
mitting and four receiving) that shall girdle the 
globe, the link from Hawaii to Japan being three 
thousand, three hundred and ninety-four mlies 
in length. At present press dispatches regularly 
travel py this means from San Francisco to 
Honolulu, two thousand, three hundred and fifty 
miles. Between Lima, Peru, and Paral, Brazil, 
wireless telegraphy leaps twenty-one hundred 
miles over Andean summits, twenty thousand 
feet above the sea.” 


‘The principles demonstrated and the devices per- 
fected through wireless telegraphy have led natural- 
ly to the efforts which are now so auspicious in 
wireless telephony, The value of the former inven- 
tion as a means of rendering ocean travel more at- 
tractive and secure when the 
latter is an accomplished fact, as it promises soon 
to be, space, that ancient foe to man’s dream and

WILSON AND JUSTICE |

I am not sure about the spelling, but it is possible 
that his name was i’Hospital and he was chancellor of 
France just before the dynasty of Valois gave place 
to the House of Bourbon. He was, with the exception 
of William the Silent, about the only virtuous states- 
man of Europe. in that age.

And here is how Woodrow Wilson expressed it the 
other day: 

“I want to take this occasion to say that the 
United States will never again seek one additional 
foot of territory by conquest. 

“States that are obliged to grant concessions 
are in this condition: That foreign interests are 
apt to dominate their domestic affairs—a condli- 
tion of affairs always dangerous and apt to be- 
come intolerable. 

“T rejoice in nothing so much as in the pros- 
pect that they will now be emancipated from these 
conditions, and we ought to be the first to take 
part in assisting !n that emancipation. I think 
some of these gentlemen have already had occa- 
sion to bear witness that the department of state 
in recent months nas tried to serve them in that 
wise, 4 

“We must prove ourselves their friends\ and 
champions, upon terms of equality and honor. We 
must show ourselves friends by comprehending 
their interest, whether it squares with our interest 
or not. 

“It is a very Perilous thing to determine the 
foreign-policy of a nation in the terms of material 
interest.” 

What does that mean? This, and only this: That 
selfishness must give place to justice. It is coming to 
this, my children, and until that day arrives mankind 
will continue barbarian,

I am firmly 
convinced of the wisdom of abolishing the collection of 
debt by legal process. That would make honesty not 
only the best policy, Lut the only policy. In that case 
the man who refused to pay when able to pay would 
meet the ostracism of all honest men, and that would 
be an intolerable state, even to your shameless thief, 
who would so much the sooner find rascality wasteful 
and knavery ruinous. Put on his honor and he refused 
to pay when he had the means to pay, who would 
trade with him except on a cash basis? Nor is that 
all—he must herd with knaves like himself, for hon- 
est men would Soon learn not to trade with him even 
with advantage to themselves, though cash were 
handed over the counter.

When the frequency of the aurora in the polar re- 


gions is referred to, the expression should not be 
taken too literally, writes F, C, Selous in the Decem- 
ber Strand. On the contrary, Auroras, I believe, are 
far less numerous ih the polar region proper than far- 
ther to the south. 

It was one night about the middle of September 
that I beheld a truly magnificent display of the aurora 
borealis. Across the inky blackness of the northern 
sky a great arc of pure white light was suddenly 
stretched, which lit up the snow-covered mountains 
around our camp just as if we had suddenly at- 
tracted the very active attention of a gigantic search- 
light. 

From the main body of this glorious sheet of 
flame great darts and streamers constantly shot shiv- 
ering and shimmering through the sky, now opening 
out into broad white lanes of light, and again narrow- 
ing until swallowed up once more by the envious dark- 
ness of the surrounding sky. - 

Never for a single instant were these wonderful 
polar lights still; they constantly spread and con- 
tracted in every-varying waves and tongues of Hght, 
until they finally died out, and the stars once more 
shone brightly in the clear sky. The effect was, in- 
deed, amazing and awing in the extreme. 

Only once more did we see the northern lights, but 
then, too, the display was soul-inspiring and magnifi- 
cent, and I count these splendors of the Arctic sky 
as the most marvelous of all the wonders of the 
world—all the wonders of the world that I have been 
privileged to see, at any rate. Seen in the solitude of 
the northern widlerness such visions of glory cannot 
but awaken reverence in the soul of man, of what- 
ever race or degree of culture.

The Passing of Marchesi 


With the passing yesterday in London of Mathilde 
de Castrone Marchesi—known to the four corners of 
the musical world simply as Marchesi—there has dls- 
appeared one of the most interesting figures of artis- 
tic life. Originally a concert singer, her fame as 
such was entirely eclipsed by her reputation as a 
teacher. Such pupils as Melba, Hames, di Murska, 
Calve and others spread her fame as a trainer of 
voices until Mathilde Marehesi was the most sought 
after vocal teacher in Europe. Pupils aspiring to the 
stage, chierly the operatic stage, tlocked to her for 
guidance and advice. And the label of “a Marchesi 
pupil" was sufficient to obtain a hearing for any ap- 
plicant in almost every opera house in the world. 

Herself a pupil of Garcia, she handed down from 
one generation to another the traditions of that great 
teacher. who, in turn, was the son of another great 
singer and teacher, Thus Marchesi transmitted vocat 
traditions of the eighteenth century, when beauty of 
tone was more sought after than dramatic force. 

So a great connecting artistic link has disappeared, 
but her jnfluence and work will survive for many 
years to come, since her great pupils still spread the 
gospel of beautiful tone, as contrasted to the shout-
